Agent Dunker called from Jew Orleans and advised 
that Assistant U. S. Attorney Leon J)l Hubert, Jr., informed 
him that an article appeared in the VMew Orleans Item'* to 
the effect that U* S. Attorney Rene A. Vioeca had made the 
statement in court that Shushan had been convicted of giving 
a bribe, which statement was in fact untrue. The defense 
attorneys asked for a mistrial because of this, and the Judge 
took a poll of the jurors to see if any of them had read the 
statement. The Judge found that they had not read the story 
and therefore denied the motion. However, the Judge advised 
that the paper should be placed in contempt for this. 

The U. S. Attorney f s Office requested that the Mew 
Orleans Office conduct an immediate investigation relative 
to the alleged contempt violation by the newspaper* Mr. 
Dunker stated that this case was investigated by the Post 
Office Department, and inquired whether we should decline to 
accept the case. 



I advised Agent Dunker to point out to the U. S. 
Attorney the Jurisdiction we have in the aatter and tell him 
that we can take no action on >it unless we get Departmental 
authority. I advised him to point out definitely that the 
case under trial was investigated by the Post Office Depart- 
ment, and for this reason it would be well to have them look 
into this matter. *
